Claim 76 (Currently amended) A method to treat a condition selected from the group 

consisting of rheumatoid arthritis, rheumatoid spondylitis, osteoarthritis, psoriasis, acute 
respiratory distress syndrome, asthma, chronic obstructive pulmonary disease, uveitis, 
IBD, acute renal failure, head trauma, ischemia and reperfusion injury of the heart or 
brain, which method comprises administering to a subject in need of such-treatment an 
amount of a compound of claim 39 or a pharmaceutical composition thereof effective to 
treat said condition. 

Claim 77 (Currently amended) A method to treat ischemia and reperfusion injury of the 
heart, which method comprises administering to a subject in need of such treatment an 
amount of a compound of claim 39 or a pharmaceutical composition thereof effective to 
treat said heart condition. 

Claim 78 (Currently amended) The method of claim 77 wherein said ischemia and 
reperfusion injury is in congestive heart failure, cardiomyopathy, vasculitis, vascular restenosis, 
valvular disease, or myocarditis. .

Reason for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have provided clear terminology in the claims identifying the 
heteroaryl and heteroatom included alkyl wherein a declaration under 37 CFR a.a32 
affidavit clearly identify that heretoatom included alkyl is the replacement of a carbon 
atom at the "backbone" of the chain. Applicants authorized the above examiner's 
amendment for which support was found on page 20 lines 17-25 of the specification and 
the recited reference thereof. The description based on the recited reference indicated 
the point of intervention after ischemia and reperfusion injury can alleviate cardiac 
pathology (see fig. 8). Therefore the amendment of claims 76-78 has now clearly 
identified the explicit method of treatment. Claims 39-53, 56-74, 76-79 are allowed.
